Inſtances of it are mnumerable tm the Story of all Times 
and Nations, And for t We are told by Tacitus, 
Pliny, Agrippa, and many others, they were often 
banijhed Rome and Italy by the Decrees of ſeveral 
Senates, and Laws of divers Emperors ; and that 
Juſtinian the famous Legiſlator, made it a Crime Ca- 
pital, To the Commonwealth and Publick 
Peace ( /aith C. Agrippa, Who was a gr'at Lawyer, 
Stateſman and £4ſtrotoger) they have been perni- 
cious in all Ages. For beſide their Frauds arid

VW.Lilly aud N.Culpeper are the laſt dead Inftan- 
ces of it : And there are a couple of the ſame Stamp left 
alive to carry on the ſame Deſign, by the ſame Me- 
thad. Our Nation was long ſince famous among Fo» Plin. I 13- 
reigners for being deluded by Prophecies and addifted to p. commi- 
Magick, And 1 would fain take off the Scandal, + 
by expoſing thoſe who continue to maintain that Trade 
among us. / 

He whom I have ſingled out for that purpoſe, ſeems 
to be the fatteft of the Herd ; and to have many additio- 
nal Aggravations above ordinary Aſtrologers.

This S:4rophel to foreboad News ? 
And hath he not alway foretold 
Whate'er the cloſe Committee would ? 
Made Mars and Satara for the Cauſe, -

The French 
have not jhown themſelves ſuch Cowards. of late, as to'loſe 
their Courage at the ſight of an Enemy. But the Jelt 1s, thezy 
fury waniſh'd, and yet ftrod trembling : There is a ſort ofa Con- 
tradiction in that; vaniſhing, and ſtanding ; fury, and trem- 
bling, are different things. — This was.in June. It feems the 
hot \Veather made the 2fonfaeurs cold, and the cool. Weather 
heated them ; for in September, he teils us they became brisk ;

With this ſcrap of my Muſe, we will paſs .by his Poetry, and 
taſte a bit of his Proſe ; of 'which he givesus a molt delightful 
Morſel, in the third Paragraph of that Nonſenſe, his Geneth- 


liacal Conſiderations ; the whole of it is a ſort of Cant and

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Banter, which no Man can reconcile to Sence, Reaſon, Letters, 
or Truth: or make Intelligible to the moſt apprehenlive Mor- 
tal ; much leſs the Vulgar, whom he deſign'd. to captivate 


and amuſe by them. Pray take it. 


This Propoſttion (quoth he) ts to be conſidered, and by Experience 
to be obſerved, whether it be true, or falſe; and if true! how near 
it cores to truth.: or wherein, or in what patts it may wary 
from it, This ſenſleſs Stuff _ be thus Paraphras'd. Is W. 
S—1 1n Bedlam, or not'? If he be there, pray tell me how 
near he is to it, or how far from it ? Riſum teneatis——— 

With a whole Gorge full of the like Stu, he crams his Rea- 
der, in his Phyſical Advertiſement for Auguſt. 

Crato ſaith, That Oyl of Cloves being preſently put: into a 
Wound, cauſeth Pain to ceaſe immediately, without Inflammation; 
and brings ſordid Ulcers to a Cicatrice, and cleanſeth them ; and 
ſtops Blood ſo admirably, that nothing doth it more, or better, 
Oyl of Cloves which-is ſo hot, doth this ſo abſolutely, and ſo 
fafely ? (Mark him, good Sir !) much more ſafely may it be ſup- 
poſed to be done with Oyl of Turpentine, or any. other Chymical 
Oyl: which is cheap, and. wants ſome degrees of the heat of Oyl of 
Cloves. And. poſſibly. from this it might be that Turpentine 
Yonge might receive his Notion of ſtopping Bleeding with OyI of 
Turpentine. Crato, #t ſeems was the Author ;, though be is pleaſ- 
ed to attribute the whole Invention to himſelf ; which a Man of Can- 
dor would have abhorred to have done. Tet it is ſaid, the French, 
and others uſed it in the ſame caſe before him. 

Before I expoſe the Falſhood of this ſenſeleſs RefleQion, I 
muſt inform you that Seventeen Years ſince, I was-prevailed on 
by ſuch as I conld not refuſe, to Publiſh ſome Notions con- 
cerning the Vertues of Oyl of Turpentine - Particularly, its 
wonderful Power to reſtrain the Bleeding-of "Wounds. 

This Diſcovery met with various Fortunes, ſome diſparaged 
it as a fallible.and uncertain} Remedy; others contemn'd it as an 
Old one; but many Ingenious Men honoured me with thankful 
Letters, together with Obſervations, confirming what 1 had 
Writ concerning, it ; and which is Invaluable, the-Famous, Ho- 
norable Mr. Boyle, not only faid toDr. R. H. and my ſelf, {ach 
kind things of it,asl-am too Modeſt to repeat; but He was like- 
wiſe pleaſed to honovr it with Publick Approbation, in -his

I found more Envy, or Careleſneſs, than Truth, in ſuch as 
charged it with uncertainty, and failure; and from any of the 
few, who pretended they knew it before me, { could never 
wreſt any proof ; and I do here profeſs, That in all my Read- 
ing, Converſation, and Travels, (which are not. the leaſt) 1 
never met it directly, or indirectly in any Circumſtance; nor 
had other Direction to it, than what I frankly owned, and. 
avowed in my Preface to that Diſcourſe. 

[ am not the only Man, whoſe Labours have met ſuch diver- 
ſity of Fate. TheGreat Harvey's Diſcovery of the Circulation, 
was at firſt decried as a falſe Novelty by ſome ; other invidi- 
ous Men ſaid, the Glory of the Invention was due to Ceſalpi- 
us ; ſome,to Hippocrates; and one more Retroſpective than the 
reſt, eſpied it in the Writings of Solon. 

How unjuſtly Sidropbel hath charged me with ſtealing away 
the Honour due to Crato, I'will now evince ; and leave you to 
wonder, as muchas I do, at the Impudence and Folly of the 
Reproacher. 

Crato faith,&@'c. This 1s like thoſe Preachers,who quote St. Au-- 
ſin, and never read a Father, I have peruſed all Crato's Works, 
without being able to diſcover ſuch a Paſſage : nor could L 
reaſonably hope to find it there, knowing him to be a Man wiſer 
than to write ſuch Stuff. And ſurely,if S:4rophel had known where 
to find it, I had not been to ſeekit,and yet I muſt do him the right 
to confeſs, that-he wanted not an Author for what he ſaid ; but 
it's ſnch a Third-hand one; as he will be aſhamed of, if he hath 
any Modeſty in him ? The Anthor I mean, is the Anonymous 
Franſlator of Bonetus his Index, who ſaith, Page 660. Oyl of 
Cloves makes Wounds, that if it be put in preſently, their Pain imme- 
diately ceafeth without Inflammation : And it brings ſordid Ulcers to a 
Ccatrice; and-cleanſetb them, It ſtops Bleeding nothing more, -— 
And for this he quotes Crato in the Margin, without naming 
Book, Chapter or Page. 9 

There is nothing of- this originally in Bonetus ; but added 
with many other things by the Tranſlator, taken, as he de- ,,,,, 
clares in his Preface, out-of J. G. Waltherus his Sylva Medica. Sylva Med. 
To him I had recourſe, and-in page 1601. of that laboured þ. 160:. 
Work, I found theſe words, Foh. Crato I. ſing. Obſ.. Med. in 
Ey. Ep. 97. Ol. Caryoph. preſtat vuln. ut illorum dolor. fi mox in- 
datur, ſtatim fedet & abſq; inflamm. ad cicatr. perducat ſordide 
Ulc. mund. flux, & vir. ſiſtet adeo ut nth, ſupr, -—- I have put them 

down 
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down to a Letter, pointed, and abbreviated exactly as it's in 
the Book; that you may ſee the Infſincerity and Wickedneſs of 
my Antagoniſt, how little ground he had for quoting Cato, 
or affirming that Oyl of Cloves ſtops Bleeding, and at ſo won- 
derful a rate ; fo abſolutely, that nothing dothit more or bet- 
'ter; when Crato, IV/altherus, or whoever were the Author of 
theſe words, mean nothing of it. They ſpeak of the flux of 
Humours to fordid Ulcers, not one word of the Hemorrhages 
from Wounds, 

Morcover, I am well aſſured, Crato hath no ſuch Epiſtles ex- 
tant as thoſe IValtherus referrs to; becauſe in three ſeveral Edi- 
fions of that Work, which I have cxamined, they are not to be 
found : nor is there any mention made of them by Yander Lin- 
den, or in G, Aertlin's Account of the Lalours of that Author , 
nor is there reaſon to think fo good a Phylician, ſo well Skilled 
in Natural Philoſophy, and the Afateriz Medica, as Crato was, 
could fall into ſo'groſs an Error, as to think that the Chymical 
Oyl of an Aromatick Vegetative, hot in the third degree, as 
Cloves are; could canſe ſuch ſudden, prodigious Ceſſation of 
Pain, in recent Wounds, and not inflame them. 

I know many famous Authors account it very balſamick, viz. 
Beguinus, Weicker, Renodeus, Gluckſtrad, Barthius, Erneſtus, Hoff- 
man, Woodal, &c. Some of them equal it with natural Balm, 
and there are three or four Writers of good Reputation a- 
mong us, who ſpeak highly of its healing Vertue, and of its 
faculty to reſtrain the Zemorrhages of Wounds too, which S7- 
drophel, had he known them, . might have alledged more to his 
purpoſe and credit, than this Third-hand Quotation, as from 
Crato. |

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The truth of all which, I readily credit ; declaring at the 
ſame time, that I derived not my Notion from Cr ato, or either 
of them; nor obtained jt any other way, than what I declared in 
my Preface : Nor can Oyl of Cloves pretend to thoſe many ad- 
vemitious Benefits, which accrew to Wounds, by the uſe of 
Oleum Terebinthme ; much leſs will it allay Pain in recent ON2s, 
and not heat them, To affirm th ar, is ſo ſenſeleſs, and void 
of all reaſon, that S:drophel himſelf, methinks, ſhould not have 
been gnilty of 1 it, after yon had told him fo 'Jear nedly, That , 
Cloves yield much Oy1, becauſe they have much of Sulphur a; nd Sl: in 
them, and that by reaſon of the Salt, the Oy! is ſharp, cauſtick, and 
biting.

If Cloves be hot in the third degree, as is by all hands allowed;

Wounds. That would make us as ridiculous Naturaliſts as the 
old Woman, who ſaid, Pepper was bot in Operation, biti cold iis 
Working. And ſuch a one is Sidrophel, if he believe ſach Para- 
doxes; as he will find to his Pain, if ever he be fo ſilly when he 
hath occaſion to 7 og it on himſelf.

7uch more ſafely may it be ſuppoſed to be done with Oyl 
of Turpentine, @'c, nhich wants ſome degrees of the heat of Oyl of 
Cloves. | 

Here he ſeems ſenſible of the heat of Clove Oyl. Ir's ſtrange 
therefore, that Crato, or any Man, ſhould perſuade him, that its 
Anodyne to recent Wounds,and won't heat them.But who can be 
ſurpriſed at the Inconſiſtencies and Incongruities of.a Man, who 
hath ſo littleregard to Senſe, Truth, Coherence,or good Man- 
ners? And commits ſuch blunders in one breath, as he hath done 
in this ſingle Period. Oyl of Cloves ſtops Bleeding ſo wonder- 
fully, that nothing doth it more, or better; it doth it abſo 
lutely, ſafely, &c. and yet after all that ſuperlative Character, 
he {uppoſeth it may be done a degree ' better by Oyl of Turpen- 
tine; for that will ſtop Blood more ſafely, than what -doth it 
abſolutely, and ſafely. Oyl of Cloves is not to be exceeded, 
bur Oyl of Turpentine 1s moſt excellent. If this be not Teague 
all over, I know not what is? What, Dear Foye! Doth Oyl of 
Turpentine exceed an abſolnte, ſafe, incomparable Remedy ?

In this ſenſeleſs, and irrational Rallery, TIſhall paſs over his 
Nick-naming me, and his moſt Illiterate way of expreſling 
himſelf, as no ſtrange thing from one over Head and Ears in 
the Bogs of Blunder, and Nonſence; and proceed to ſhow you 
the Iniquity, and ill Conſequence of his way of Inference, or

Beſide, the inartificial DeduQion, the Inference is very un- 
true: It was impoſſible I could ſteal that from Crato, which 
was never in him. If it were, why doth he not ſhow it me, 


when demanded ? Though if he could produce it in him, + 


it would not prove that ] ſtole it thence ; becauſe I never knew 
or heard it was there, till Waltherus, the Engliſher of Bozetus, 
and S:drophel have falſly told me ſo, long ſince my Book was 
Publiſhed. 

But if I had been led by Crato to thoſeThovghts I had of 01. Te- 
reb.Sidrophel confeſſeth mine exceeds his in divers particulars; and 
conſequently, all that advantage is owing to me; and Crato no 
more the Author of my Notions than the Inventor of Pro- 
ſpective Glaſſes was the Author of Telleſcopes; The Pilot at 
Helvia, the Diſcover of America : Or he that enquired of Dr. 
Harvey what became of all the Blood yelpt from the left Ven- 
tricle of the Heart into the great Artery, was the Diſcoverer 
of Circulation, 

Ita res accendunt lumina rehus. 

Hints may lead to Diſcoveries, but do not make them ; one 
thing gives light to another ; and the Glory of thoſe Achiev- 
ments attempted from thoſe leſſer Intimations, remain to Ga- 
liteo, Columbus, and Harvey, while the Names of thoſe firſt 
Luminaries, are ſunk and loſt. 

Furthermore! If any ſuch thing was in Crato 2 Why muſt I 
ſteal it from him, rather than Erneſtus, Wickerus, or Libavius ? 
How comes he to be the Author of the Invention, more than 
they, who had ſaid it before him: And from whom, if ever 
he ſaid any ſuch thing, he probably took it ? There 1s an Edi- 


tion of Erneſtus Printed, when Crato was but 23 Yearsold, andR. 


Moreau faith that Wicker flouriſh'd in Baſil 1562. which was 23 
Years before Crato died, about which time alſo Libavius was 
Profeſſor of Hiſtory, and Poetry, as erklrn tells us. 

But after all ; It's manifeſt, that I was ſo farifrom arrogat- 
ing the Invention, or aſſuming more than belonged to me, that 
in my Preface to that Book, I not only inveighed warmly a- 


gainſt ſuch, as Plume themſcives with others Feathers ; but re- 
'S nounced 
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fiounced any Claim to that particular Invention ; and not only 
ſo, but told my Reader how the firſt Diſcoverer found it, and. 
named the Perſon who handed it from him to me. This is ſo 
plain, and clear in the four firſt Pages of that Preface, that I 
am aſtoniſht at the Forehead of this moſt notorious and moſt 
infainous Plagiary ! Surely no Man without Opium, could accuſe 
me publickly for arrogating the whole Invention, when the 
World knows not an Author leſs guilty of ſuch Piracy than my 
ſelf, or more than my Accuſer, who concludes as he began, 
with Falſhood and Slander. 


It's ſaid the French , and others uſed it in the ſame Caſe before 
bim. 

If he hath any Author for this Report, it's juſt ſuch another 
as he had for Crato + Such as he is aſhamed to own; for I am 
ſure, the French mention it not in any of their Writings, nor 
ever uſed it in their Pradtice, till they had it from me: Nor 
have any other ever pretended to it, that I know. There are 
many Men apt to arrogate more to themſelves than belongs. to 
them, witneſs Sidrophel ; but where's he, who will ſuffer ano» 
ther to carry away his Laurels ? I will therefore preſume (after 
fo many Years enjoyment of the Honour which I won, by Pub- 
liſhing, and Improving this Diſcovery) to claim it by Pre- 
ſcription, as my due ; in deſpight of this invidious Gainfayer , 
- who, fearing his fathering it on Crato would not deprive me, 

attempts by a ſecond Lye to give it the French, I havedemand- 
ed his ground for this Suggeſtion alſo, but his guilt ſtill keeps 
him ſilent : fo that I conclude this alſo to be a Chimera of his. 
own Brain, as all the reſt of his Affirmations are. 

Now, if there be nothing in Cato, which could beget in me, 
ſach an Opinion of 01, Tereb, as I Publiſhed; or if there were, 
and I ignorant of it, and conſequently not led by it ; if I not 
only exclaimed againſt Plagiaries in general, but diſclaimed any 
Title to that Exploration in particular, All which are moſt cer- 
tain; What an injury hath he done me, thus to L.ibel and Ex- 
poſe my Naine, and Reputation, without any manner of Cauſe 
to juſtifie it, or Foundation to ſupport it. 

But alas! All this is nothing compared with what the next 
Sally of his Pen beſtows on me. Here his Choler is only moy- 
ed, there his Gall overflows with ſo much rancour, and bitter- 
neſs, as if one of Billingſgate, broke looſe from Bedlam, had 
raked Holboura-Ditch, or the filthieſt Shore of the Town, for 
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Dirt to caſt upon me, He reſolved, if falſe Refleftions, and 


. groundleſs Calumnies would not blacken me, to try what Smut- 


ty ſcolding would do. Tranſported he was with fear of being 
Chaſtized for his Fault, aad cunningly thought to prevent me 
by throwing Duſt in my Eyes, and crying Murther ! like a 
Thief purſued by the Conſtable. 

This he attempts in a rude, and ſavage Epiſtle, to the Rea- 
der of Seplaſium, (Forica, or Sterquilinum had been a fitter 
Name for it ;) but how mnch it blackens himſelf more than me, 
every Man of ſober Sence ſhall judge. 

I muſt own, that he honoured me with very good Company, 
by railing in the ſame Libel againſt the College of Phyſicians, 
and Men of the greateſt Reputation in Phylick, for impoſang on 
the Publick, by not providing ſuch Phyſicians, and Remedies for Ser- 
wice of the Army, as he could have done; whereby great numbers in 
the Iriſh Expedition might have been ſaved. As much as to ſay, 
Why had not your Majeſty made S:drophel Phyſician,and Apothe- 
cary-General to your Forces? He by his Skill, and Fidelity, 
would have ſaved the lives of many thouſands of your poor 
Subjets, who died for want of both, in the hands of ſuch ig- 
norant Knaves, as the 2ſurthering College appointed for that 
Service. 

It was my turn next, and accordingly Se. 11. of his Preface 
to the ſame Libel, he falls on me; but after another manner. 
He doth not lay ſpilling the Blood of Men to my charge, but 
the Credit of Quacks, and Mountebanks. I had not been guilty 
of the death of thouſands ( thank my Stars) as the College 
were: but my fault was, That I had refle&ted on the Ignorance 
of ſuch Fools, and Knavesas would be thought Phyſicians too, 
and ſo engroſs to themſelves only, what the Proverb divides 
among all Mankind; and for that he falls heavily on me after 
this manner. 

It may be (quoth he) ſuch an ignorant Fellow as the Naſty Au- 


thor of an Impertinent Pamphlet called Medicaſter, may bedaub me, 


as he hath done honeſt Culpeper, who hath been at reſt theſe Forty 
Tears. 

All Men are Ignorant, though not all alikeſo. He was no 
ſmall Philoſopher, who after long Study, confeſt that he was 
come to know that be knew nothing. If the Book which fo Scared, 
and Provoked Sidrophel, or what elſe I have written, will not 
convince him that I am not the moſt Ignorant Man in OO I

hope this will : and it that fail, I dare. Appeal to the moſt 
competent Judges in the Nation, the College «f Phy/tcians, and 
Society of Surgeons, who are the great "Tribunals of our Faculty, 
and to whom, I have Dedicated my ſelf and This. 
But to call that Book a worthleſs Scribble, and its Author 


an Impertinent, was much out of the way : Nothing being more 


valuable, more proper, or more noble than to reſcue Men 
from Errors, and Miſtakes; and to ſcourge fuch out of Apollo's 
or Dir go-to Temple,as attempt to put Fallities. on Mankind, 
that areof ſuch danger to their lives, and the uſeful Art of 
Healing, This, This was the whole drift of that Book, 
2nd ſo effeQually done, that I knew none 1t diſpleaſed ; except 
the Quacks, who, alarmed by the deſign, I ſeemed to have, of 
expoſing the whole Herd of Scribbling Medicaſters, cryed out 
Fire! Murther! &c, before they were hurt. Indeed I pointed 
at Sidrophel, and his Father Culpeper ; at Thompſon, Harvey, and 
others of that Tribe; but that was all the harm I did theſe honeſt 
Men ; and perhaps, if he had not given me this Provocation, I 
had ſaid no more of them. In the Liſt I hinted of that ſort of 


God, and his Son for Chriſt - But their Tutelar Gods (quoth he) 
being apud inferos, gives me ſome hope they will follow them quickly, 
and fo all the Tyrants go togetber, "Thus inhumanly, and in a 
faſhion as far from Honeſty, and Chriſtianity, as it was from 
Charity, or good Manners, doth this Wretch (celebrated by 
Sidrophel ) treat the Sacred and Pious Memories of the moſtLear- 
ned and beſt of Men, and moſt uncharitably and wickedly Sen»

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tence their Souls to no leſs than Eternal Flames, a piece of 
Impudence never to be paralleld but by S:drophel himſelf, 

But you ſhall have another Evidence of Culpeper's Honeſty, 
given to the World by W. Prynne, who-was one of the moſt 
active Inſtruments to promote the Rebellion againſt King 
Charles the Martyr, and a violent Enemy to the Proteſtant Epiſ- 
copal Fathers, not ſparing the Pious, and Learned Biſhop T/hey. 
He tells us, That thoſe two Jeſuitical Prognoſticators, Lilly, and | 
Culpeper, were ſo confident, A. D. 1652. of the total Subverſion Lge, 
of the Law, and Gofpel Miniſtry, That in their Scurrilous Prog- © tne I 
noſtications, they Predidted the: Downfal of both. Aud in January &. p. 69. 
1654. They Foretold that the Law ſhould be pulled down to the ground, 
the great Charter, and all our Liberties deſtroyed, as not ſuiting 
with Engliſh Men in theſe Bleſſed Times. That the Crab-Trce of 
the Law ſhould be pulled up by the Roots, . and grow no more: There be 
ing noteaſon we ſhould naw be governed by them. 

A. D. 1652.. Sidrophe's Foneſt Culpeper Publiſhed a Libet 
called, Cataſtrophe Magnatum, containing Treaſon enough to 
hang all the Empiricks, and Aſtrologers in the three Kingdoms, 
Railing at the Crown, Mitre, and [,ong Robe; inveighing a- 
gainſt the Law, and .Lawfnl Government of England; ' pre- 
difting the utter Subverſion of it, both in Church and Stare ;

you may have a lumping Penniworth 1n the reſt of his Faſtidious 
Scribbles; and if in all of them put together, you do not ſez 
the true ſhapes of a Scholar, a Gentleman, and a Phytfician drawn 
by his own hand, (Painters ſeldom hit their own Faces, nor 
Aſtrologers their Fares) behoid him done to the Life by ano- 
ther 'in a Dialogue between Ph/liater and Moms, printed in 
12* Anno 16$7, ; © . De 
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De mortuts mil rift bonum, is a Rule, quoth he, our little Pro- 
fligate is unacquainted with : And why ? Becauſe I ſaid Culpeper 
was one of the Scribbling AMedicaſters of the Age, Was he 
not ſo - Did he deſerve to be well ſpoken of when- dead, who 
had done ſo much miſchief when alive; and was ſo uncharitable 
to the Souls of his deceaſed Sowereigns, as to place them in 
Hell?

But to be more cloſe and ſerious with him in this matter, I 
mult tel] him, his Rule is not general; it's in many caſes a fault 
to follow it, and our Duty to fay evil of ſuch dead, as were 
notorious for committing it when alive. Ffor this we have 
many Examples in Scripture, the Writings of the Fathers, the 
Anathema*s and Cenſures of the Church againſt Hercticks, and 
Heterodox Men. In our Statutes , inſtances of it often occur 
againſt Traytors, Rebels, and pernicious Men, ſuch as Crom- 
well, Bradſhaw, and Ireton, who ſtand branded with very evil 
Characers, after they had been long dead, and their Heads 
on Weſtminfter- Hall as you may ſee 1 2. Car. 2. 30, 

Had he minded LZudjow, and other late Libellers of King 
Charles the Martyr, of this Adage, it had been pertinent. For 
they, contrary to all the Rules of Chriftianity, Humanity, good 
Manners, and Truth it felf, have reproacht the Reputation 
vf that moſt Pious Proteſtant Prince, who ſtands celebrated in 
many of our Statute Laws, and is Yearly by our Parbaments, 
aud biggeſt part of the Nation, recognized, and ſolemnly de- 
elared to be a Righteous,, Pious, Innocent Prince, and Martyr ; 
whom yer their venomous Pens call, Tyrant, Pharaoh, Nimrod, 
Nero, &C. 

But I cannot forbear wondering with what Face S:drophel could 
affirm, in the mid(t of all this horrid Billingſgate, and ſuch a: 
ftorm of Fury and Scolding , That it was unchriſtian, and un-- 
maniike, to fling Dirt upon any ee.

OFavo Book, was not flinging Dirt on a Man, but giving him 
Sugar Plumbs ? One of them muſt be his Belief, and I don't 
much care which it 1s, PR 

Fo caſt Dirt upon the Dead, is an Tncivility not to be forgiven, 
quoth he; and he is the firſt that ever made expoling Quacks to 
be the ſin againſt the Zely Ghoſt, If what he faith bertrue, 
every Grave«maker is daily guilty of it ina literal, and every 
Controvertiſt, and Oppoſer of Hereſie, in a Moral Sence, And 
nothing is more common in the Scribbles of thoſe Chymiafters, 
and Star Do&ors themſelves, than to rail at all the Phyſicians, 
except a few Maggoty Helmontians, and Aſtrological Quacks, that 
have been in the World. theſe Sixteen hundred Years; as Mer 
who have atted by miſchievous Rules, and killed their Patients by ill 
Hethods, and Medicaments, His Friend Thomſon 10 particular 
ſpeaks it in plain Engliſh. And his Father Culpeper in Latin, 

But did Iabuſe the dead by placing Culpeper (Thompſon was 
then alive) among the empty Scribblers in Phyſick? No, all 
the Learned Phyſicians in England are of my Mind, and can 
think no otherwiſe of ſo Ignorant, ſo Rude, ſo Pragmatical a 
Traytor, as he was. | 

Sidrophel concludes this huffing Paragraph, with pronouncing 
me Senſeleſs, and Nothing,

This Device, or Banter 
he borrowed from, or wrote in imitation of that A4rch-Impoſtor 
and falſe Fortune-teller, W. Tilly, who at the end of a Peſtilent 
Pamphlet, which he calls, Monarchy or no Monarchy in England , 
written 1651. gives ſuch Prognoſticating Pifures as thoſe pub- 
liſhed by S:drophel, There's the Mob Aſſaſſmating Gown-Men, 
fome Biſhops, and Epiſcopal Clergy tumbling down Pulpits and all. 
Others of them lymg proſtrate on the ground; there are three Crowns 
and a Coronet turn'd upſide down; there are bis Twins and Dragons, 
faming Towns, Fleets, Graves, dead Corps, lean Cattle, Streams 
of Blood, a red Seaof green Blood, and all the Scare-crow, Bug- 
bear Emblems of future Vengeance on the Church, Throne, 
and Nobility ; which he had Predicted in thar lying Book, af- 
ter the thing had come to paſs. 

I call it a lying Book, on many accounts.: One of which is ve- 
ry notorious, and remarkable, for though it were written to 
Predict the final Extirpation of Monarchy, from the Murther 
of King Charles the Aartyr ; there is a Prophecy in it, that 
within Fifty Years of that time, a King Henry of this Nation, 
ſhould Conquer France, and that he ſhould be twice Crowned. 
This Mer .immus Liberatus takes notice of in his Almanack 1692. as 
a Prophecy to be perform'd by K. William. Be that true, I am 
ſure the Prophet was falſe. For how conld there be no more 
Kings in. England? and yeta King of this Nation, within Fifty 
Years after the fatal Period of Monarchy among vs, atchieve 
ſo mighty a thing ? But his Pen was like his Name, nothing 
but Lyes; and ſo is SidrophePs too. Their Freroglyphicksare alike, 
their Deſigns ſeem to have the like Tendency, Date, Com- 
mencement, and Cataſtrophe. And the Authors alike, a cou- 
ple of Canting Deluders, and/falſe Prophets; who I hope and 
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pray may bealike miſtaken, and confounded, and our Govern- 
ment in Church, and State, abide for ever. Amen. : 
Although an Aſtrologer, or an Almanack-maker bea thing 
odious enough to the wiſe part of the Nation, by the Fallities 
and Deluſions they yearly put upon them ; yet foraſmuch as all 
Men are not enough ſenſible thereof, and many thatare ſo, do 
yet encourage the Cheat to wicked purpoſes, I will undertake 
to undeceive the one, and expoſe the other, bya brief Cenfure 
of Aſtrology, and ſetting it 1n ſuch a Light, as any Man with 
half an Eye may ſee through it, and diſcern the Vanity, and 
Falſeneſs thereof, and the Wickedneſs of thoſe who Practiſe, 
and Profeſs it ; particularly Sidrophel, whom I will here expoſe 
as an Aſtrologer, and hereafter as a Quack, in a ſecond part of 
Aedicaſter Medicatus. 
In doing which, I ſhall not meddle with all the trifling, and 
ſottiſh Fancies, which the Brains of Aſtrologers (fertil in Fiction) 
have conceived of the Stars, and thoſe Spacious Nothings, the 
12 Houſes, or Caſtles in the Air; being things, which ought 
rather tobe laught at, as the Whimſies of Men, who have gi- 
ven their Imaginations liberty to commit the greateſt Extrava- 
gancies in Bedlam ; or the Crotchets of ſuch Crafty Pates, as 
laugh at all thoſe who do not langh at them: But offer againſt 
it theſe weighty unanſwerable ObjeRtans, | 
I. If Aſtrology were true, there is yet no true Aſtrologer, becauſe 
they bave no certain Foundation at all: The Epbemerides, and 
Aſtronomical Tables by which they Calculate, being by their 
awn Confeflion falſe, and conſequently there Schemes no better 
than Poor Robins. Morinus, Agrippa, P. Cavino, Gafſendus, Che- Aſirol. 
rubin, Hevelius, Ricciolus, and many other learned Aſtrono- &* 
mers doaffirm this. And beſides, the better fort of Aſtrologers 
themſelves, ſuch as Morinus the French-Man, who pretends to 
have made all new Rules of Aftrology, becauſe the former 
were all of them falſe, and fooliſh ; the moſt Illiterate of 
thoſe Impoſtors ſay the ſame thing. Partridge chargeth all 
the Tables before his own, with falſhood ; and you, ſweet Sir, \ 
ſeniible that all exrant are uncertain, and erroneous, promiſe , 1 -_, 
to publiſh New and Correct ones. Per aores 
2. Ia the Natme, Property, and Influence of the Stars, Divi- Altrologia 
fzon of the Zodiack, Twelve Houſes, and firſt Elements of their Art, Reforma: 
they do nrt agree. So thatall their Judgments are as falſe, and *2, 4 ©: 
uncertain, as their Calculations; much more ſo, if there be no **9*:

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Zogiack inthe Heaven, nor an Heaven for ſuch a Zodiack ; but 
that all their noiſe of Trigons, Triplicities, &c. be as the Athe- 
nians call them, a fardle of Gibberiſh Nullities, invented on pur- 
Dr. More's poſe to abuſe thecredulity of Children, and Fools, Their dividing 
"Myſt. of the Heaven into 12 parts, is without Reaſon, or Mathematicks:

Gaſſendus tells us, That their Art contains no one Fundamental, 
Op. Refor. Which is not oppugned by ſome one or more of its Profeſſors. And 
Prazf. Partridge himſelf ſpeaks out pat to the point, He that would 

laugh at Aſtrology (quoth he) need not read Heminga, @'c. but our 
own Authors; our Rules are ſo deficient, that they are not 30 be relied 
on, they thwart one another ;, our Aphoriſms are falſe, and involve 
us into a Labyrinth, which makes us Ridiculous. 

5- Their different Opinions, in Prognoſticating -and PrediGing 
.counter to one another, according to the Times, or the Intereſt they 
are of, ſhews their Ignorance, or Knavery, and the Vanity of tverr 
Art. The Inſtances of their contradictory Preſagings, are 
very numerous, The moſt famous of late are to be tound in 
Wharton, and Lilly, Gadbury, and Partridge. 

6. Nor are tbey more divided among themſelves than they are 
from Truth, The falſeneſs of their Prognoſtications in former 
Ages, -are remarkt by Crcero, Pliny, St. Auguſtie, and others : 
Thoſe fince, by the noble Picus, Heminga, Angels, Gafſſendus, 
and many more. For it's not only thoſe little mean Fellows, 
who now-a-days make Almanacks, that provethe truth of this 
Reflection every Year: But ſuch Maſters as Albumazer, 
Cardan, Gaurichius, Noſtradamus, and Ti/iy; they have convin= 
ced the World, that the Artis not able to help them to the 
Knowledge of any Accident before hand. They ha'w't ſo 
much toreiight of Weather as a Shepherd, or a Sinner that car- 
rieth an Almanack in his Bones ; or an old Woman with Corns 
an her Toes. Perhaps they'll tell you (as they do every Year) 


at 
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at ſuch a time as this ; That great Preparations for War, aid 
Conſultations will be made next Winter ; That Fleets, and Armyes will 
be abroad next Summer, and ſome Battel fought, or a Town taken or 
beſieged : That about next December, (as Merlinus Liberatus lately 
foretold ) There will be buſineſs at the Old Baily, and that ſeveral 
aged People will die, in and about London. Art ſuch a ridiculons 
rate, who may not turn Prognoſticator ? 

 Fatidicus non eſt qui manifeſta canit. 

I have read all Zilly's Almanacks from 40 to 60, in the Holy 
time of that great Rebellion, to which he was acceſlary; and 
find him always the whole breadth of Heaven wide from 
Truth. Scarce one of his Predictions verified, but a Thouſand 
contrariwiſe, It's hard thata Man ſhooting at Rovers ſo ma- 
ny Years together, ſhould never hit theright Mark. In one of 
his Almanacks Dedicated to the Long Parliament, a very few 
Months before the Army ( thoſe Legions of their own 
raiſing) tore them in pieces to the very Rump, He told them 
their Duration would be long, in Settlement and Peace, and that they 
ſhould do much good to the Kingdom, and accord with the King ; 
Who was then cloſely confined by the Votes of Non- Addreſſes 
to Carisbrook-Caſtle, And but four Months before the Execra- 
ble Murther of that Pious Prince, He wrote, That the King 
ſhould be reſtored to his former Dignity : That the'Parliament, full of 
Honourable,and Loyal Intentions,would end all things in a general 
Agreement, and Reconciliation. But no ſooner was that Black 
Tragedy a&ted, and the Sword aſſumed the Crown, but he chang- 
ed his Tune. Then we were to have no more Kings in Eng- 
land, and Charles the Second ſhould die before he was 38 Tears od : 
That the Ottoman ſhould ruin the Emperor, and Venetians, a- 
bout the Tear 70. With abundance more of ſuch Lying Stuff were 
his Almanacks filled, till the Reſtauration, of which he foretold 
not one ſyllable. | 

Fobn Gadbury, deceived by Lilly, or:ſome ſuch lying Spirit as 
led him, foretold alſo in an Almanack near 75. that about 80. the 
Turks would make a mighty inrode to Germany ; That Vienna ſhould 
be taken by them, and they puſh their Vidtory home to the Belgick 
Shore. When contrariwiſe, about that time, the Germans and 
Yenetians made ſuch Monſtrous, and incredible Impreſſions on 
the Turks, as recovered all the Adorea, Hungary, and a great 
part of Greece. =. 
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In former Ages, when Aſtrology was more uſed, ;and better 
underſtood, they were guilty of the ſame Miſtakes, and Falſi- 
ties. Ceſar, Pompey, and Craſſus, whoſe Fates were Violent, 
Immarure,. and 'Tragical, were promiſed by thoſe Diviners, 
that they ſhould die aged, at their own Houſes, in Peace and 
Honour. 

F. Picus Mirandula faith he examined many of their Cal- 
hes culations, and found ſcarce one in twenty prove true, Toſeph 
Molin, Scaliger tells us that Mlbumazer predicted that Chriſtianity 
would laſt but 1460 Years. Ab. Fudeus foretold the coming of 

the Mefſias ſhould be A. D. 1464. Arnoldus, That Antichriſt 
would appear 1 345. and that 4. D. 1174. the Arabian, Fewiſh, 
and Chriſtian Aſirologers all agreed, that the utmoſt Deſolation 
of the World by Tempeſt, would happen A. D. 1186, How 
falſe theſe Predictions were, time hath ſhewn the World. 

Sextus ab Hemmga collected thirty Eminent Nativities, Cal- 
culated by the beſt Rules of this lying Art, and they proved all 
falſe by Experience, ſad Events happening to thoſe on whom the 
Heavens by the Rules: of Aſtrology ſmiled; and happineſs to 
ſach as they frowned upon, = | "FE pe | 

C17 Ho - Cardanand Gaurichius both Calculated the Nativity of Hen.2.

Cardan, who (as Gaſſendus ſaith) was a Man of the beſt Wir, 
Brains, and Learning of any Aſtrologer, ſpent an hundred 
hours on the Birth of our Edward 6th;and after all that Induſtry,

356. Power of Witchcraft than above it. 

F. R. Camerarius, was as much out in his Judgment upon the 
Nativity of Zenry 4th; and Gaſſengus relates how much Noſtra- 
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gamus was miſtaken in his 'Genethliacs on the Scheme of Suffre- 
dus his Nativity. For to him all things happened quite con- 
trary to the Lying Predictions of that famous Aftrologer. 

Now if ſuch . /afters in. the Art, had not Skill enough to 
avoid ſuch groſs Miſtakes, What can be expected from ſuch 
half witted Alſtrologers as AMerlinus Liberatus, and Sidrophel 
who every Year expoſe themſelves to this Cenſure ? And as 
for Friend Joby, the humble Servant of Urania, all the many 
Calculations in his Colle&, Genet. are accuſed of Falſhood by his

manifeſt in the great Accidents of the laſt Thirty Years; the 
Reſt auration of King Charles II. the Plague and Fire of London ; 
the treble War 1666. Oates's Plot ; the great Snow 1681. and 
the Froſt 1683. the Death of King Charles, and the Fate of his 
Brother ; the Stupendous Revolution 1688. the Death of Pope 
Tunocent X1. the Dukes of Newburgh, and Lorrain, who were the 
grand Pillars of the Confederacy,and died in oneYear ; thegreat, 
andMarvellous turn of A fairs in Aria, Hungaria,and the Morea; 
the many terrible Earthquakes inFmaica,Sicilia, Naples, Flanders, 
and London, and the Death of Queen Mary, were things our 
Aſtrologers foreknew no more, than Lilly could Divine who ſhit 
at his Door.. Think you that Sidyophel, ſo cunning a Conjurer 
as he would be thought, if he had foreſeen the time of that 
great Ladies Death, -would have placed Lawrels on her Brow, 
and told her of their being always green, but the Year before 
they withered ? | 
Againſt this RefleQtion, I know but one Inſtance they have 
to abject : and that is the Hints Mene-Tekel gave of King Fames's 
Death, a little before the  Abdication. pe 
Suppoſe, but not granting that to be true too, it doth not 
follow, becauſe once in an Age, among a thouſand falſe Pro- 
phecies, one is fulfilled, that they are true Prophets ; more 
than that the Dewilis not a Lyer, becauſe he once ſpake truth. 
The veracity of them both is the ſame, indeſpight of a ſingle _ 
Inſtance each haye to thecontrary. One Swallow doth not make # 
Summer. When Aſtrologers, like the Father of Lyes, com- 
monly fail, and err in their Predi&ions, it's to beſuppoſed 
that Chance, or ſome other Intelligence, not the Stars, put 


them ſo rarely into the right, Children, and Fools ſpeak-truth, 
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faith theProverb: And the Scriptures tell us, that the Devil 
himſelf, by the Mirawlous Power of Chriſt, had ſuch a force put 
upon his Nature, as to do.it once, when he acknowledged our 
Saviour to be the Son of God. Aſtrologers may therefore be 
allowed to reſemble them in this, as they do in all things elſe; 
though like common Lyers, they are not to be believed, till 
their Truth becomes apparent by experience, and that (God 
wot) will be but ſeldom. If it bea good Argument to prove 
the Truth of Aſtrology, that ſome PrediQions have been ve-.

Aſtrologorum, but fo muzled them all, that not one hath ap- 
peared able to Anſwer him. 


He proves Aſtrology to be an Art invented by the Devil, abo- 
tiſheth all Religion, Fhiloſophy, Phy/ick, Law, &c. of great miſchief 
to Mankind, deſtroys the uſe of Faith, leſſens the Reverence of Mi- -

am, faith he, that there are no Tables, or Ephemerides extant 
that can icach the Time by fix hours. Thoſe of Tyc;o come 
neareſt Truth, and yet are wide from it. 
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My laſt Argument againſt 4/troogers, and their pretended 
Avt is, That #1 all Ages, and moſt Governments, they have been 
pernicious to the Commonwealth, and Enemies to the Publick Peace. 
And for that Reaſon ſo many Laws have been made againſt

For he ſeems to verify this 
Cenſure, and to be deſigning by his falſe 4rt,to ſubvert the pre- 
ſent Frame of our Engliſh Government in Church and State, by 
making the People believe Heaven hath decreed it ſhall be 
changed into that of a Neighbouring Country. 

That ſuch effe&ts have been the conſequents of ſuch Fanatick 
Enthuſzaſtick Dreams, I will prove by a few,out of many, Inſtan- 
ces. 

"ERR Iſdegerdes the Perſian King was ſo diſturbed by the Contri- 
Itb. 7. vances of Aſtrologers, that he decimated them, Yalerius Maxi- 
Sozom. minus being overthrown by Zicintus, contrary to the Predictions

Pompey, Caſar, and Craſſus. 
Toucyd:des MNicias the Athenian, was perſuaded by them to keep his Fleet 
Piutarc. inthe Haven ; the ſame Night the Syracu/tans ſurprized them 
all. Plutarch, Tacitus, Suetonius, &c. ſay that Otho was induced 
M42974- to the Murther of Galba by the Aſtrologers, who told him he 
£1 2x was to ſucceed him in the Imperial Throne. And by the ſame 
_ way Stephanus was prompted to Aſlaſſinate Domitiqn. Cam- 
Putere. byſzs was Murthered by two Aſtrologers. Alcibiades, to obtain his 
Ambitious aim, ſaborned them to encourage the Athenians to 
a fatal War with Sicily, Many Aſtrologers combined to 
Wieri 2re- dethrone Yalens, and ſetup Theodorus a Pagan, by pretending

Libo Denſzus , encouraged by Fir- 
mius Catus, to make Inſurrection againſt Tiberius, in confidence 
of ſucceſs by Aſtrological Prediction, was defeated, and then 
ſlew himſelf; and ſuch was the Foundation of Catifne's Con- 
ſpiracy. 

The Story of Caracalla is very famous. He, while in Meſopota- 

Mia, being Jealous of a Plot againſt him, ſent to the Roman 
Aſtrologers to be informed. They accuſed Macrinus, his faithful 
Prefect, of a Conſpiracy, which nothing but his Death could 
fruſtrate. This Anſwer coming while the Emperor was intent 
on ſome ſport, he gave it Macrinus to read ; and he finding his 
. Innocent Life in danger, by this trick. of the Aſtrologers, ſe- 
cured it by the murther of Caracalla, of which he had not 
thought. before. | | 

Such Diviners had aſſured the Wife of Pheroras, that the Line Foſeph 
of Herod would extinguiſh, and her Husband ſucceed to oe 1h 
the Crown. They, toiaſliſt their Stars, and work out their 17. cap. 3: 
own good Fortune, conſpired againſt the King's Life, and 
loſt all their own by the ſtroke of Juſtice. 

AMahomet the III. had a Rebellion raiſed againſt him by the Purchas 
Aſtrologers, PrediCting that his Son ſhould overcome and ſuc- * $5

The D. of Y5ſco was by the Aſtrologers aſſured of his having 
the Crown of Portugal after the Death of Don Juan el Grandes : 

But impatient of gaining it, he Rebelled againſt him a firſt 

time, and was both Defeated, and Pardoned. Upona ſecond 
Attempt, he fell by the Hand he would have untimely ruined, E/» !t. 
24. Mont aigne tells us.that the Margueſs of Saluza,the French Ge- Ws 
neral in P:edmont, in the Daysof Francis the Firſt, having all 
imaginable Advantage againſt the Enemy, was, notwithſtand-

Succeſs of Charles the Fifth, and the Ruin of France, that he 

baſely Revolted, to his own perpetual Infamy and Ruin.

-op7ehe That all the Nobility ſhould be deſtroyed, and the Govern- 
ment fall into the Hands of four Commoners. _ A Prophecy 
much like that of S:drophePs, but expreſsd-in plainer Engliſh; 
Upon which they Rebelled in Devonſhire, Oxford, Buckingham, 
Norfolk, and York,to the great hazard os the unſettled Kingdom 
and Proteſtant Religion, then as young and weak as thePrince, 
who was Head of þoth.

- = aff beth, they played the fame Part with her; for the Papiſts, de-

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How acceſlary they were to that grand 'Rebeilion againſt 
Charles the Martyr, to the great Detriment and eternal Scan- 
dal of the Proteſtant Religion, as the Statve 12 Car. 2. 30. moſt 
ſenſibly expreſleth it, appeared by the Almanacks and other 
Fire-brand Libels, publiſhed and ſcattered about the Nation, 
by thoſe two great /ucendiaries, Lilly and Culpeper. 

After the Reſtauration of his Son, they continued to Plot 
againſt the Government upon the ſame bottom: For if we may 
believe the Narratives of Dygdale and Smith, the A4ſtrologers 
having told the Jeſuits that King Charles would outlive his P*8* 26- 
Brother, they reſolved to croſs the Stars, and cut him off, 
that the Duke might Succeed to effet their long projefte 
Deſign, of introducing Popery; ' and hence ſprang that Plor, 
which cauſed ſo much noiſe and fear to this divided Kingdom. 

The Hiſtory of the late unhappy Duke of 14onmeuth, ſhews 
how much he was ſeduced by this wicked Art, and inſtigated 
to that Rebellion which ruined him, and endangered the well- 
fare of us all. 

How much the like Deſign hath been agitated ſince by the x, ., g 
like Men, Ihave ſufficiently ſhown. Indeed in all Ages and molt ;,, js, ». 
Nations they have been ſo pernicious-tothe common Wellfare, Dion. in 
that as I have proved, they were often driven out of Rome and'vit. Dom. 
Italy, in the times of Tiberius, Yitellius, Conſtantine,Gratian,Theodo- Vipan de: 
fius,&c. Fuſtinian(as appears in his Code )made it a CrimeCapitalt = cps 
to Prattiſe it. And Conſtantius (another Chriſtian Emperor $40. 
of great Fame) as ſoon as He came to the Throne, made it lib. 9. 
loſs of Life to Conſult 4frglogers. : C. Agrip. 

By our own Laws it hath been Fellony to Practiſe that Helliſh-van- C. 31+ 
Art: Andit's ſtill puniſhable by Fine, and Impriſonment. See as 
33 Hen, VIII. c. 8. 14. @c. 5Eliz. 15. And indeed confider- Ld 
ing the fatal Experience we have had of thoſe vile Men, p. 22. 
and their wicked Practices, the Tools they have been to-the. 
Factious, their notorious Cheats, how they have been forbid- 
den by Ged himſelf, and exploded by Men of all Ages, Na- 
tions,: and Faculties, it's a wonder they are permitted to live- 
among, us. 

To conclude : If Aſtrologers err in their Fundamentals, and 
are miſtaken in the firſt Elements of their Art : If the late 
diſcovery in Aſtronomy have given the Heavens a new Face, 
hid to the Inventors of Aſtrology, and to all before this Ape : 

If they differ among themſelves, have no Accord ; but con-. 
tradict 
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tradidt and Prognoſticate contrary to one another, and to 
Truth: If the Preſages of the moſt Famous among them, 
commonly. prove falſe, and contrary to Event: If they are 
ignorant of the moſt remarkable Occurrences in the World be- 
fore they happen; and of their own Fates, till they come to 
paſs : If Men of one Gene/zs and Commencement, have various 
Fortunes, and multitudes of different Horoſcopes, one punttval 
Period : If. the recurrence of Conſtellations do not again pro- 
duce the ſame Men or Effects: If Cuſtoms and Circumſtances 
of whole Regions, continue unvaried under daily Changes in 
the Heavens : If multitudes of Men, learned even in Aſtrology, 
exclaim againſt it, as vain and wicked ; and affront the Stars 
in ſpight of their Power; or rather in conformity to their 
Influence : If it be an Enemy to Providence and Free Will : 
If it advance Principles deſtruQtive of Religion, and promoting 
T1dolatry, deſtroy Philoſophy, and the force of natural Remedies :_ 
If Aftrologers and their Art be no leſs pernicious to the Publick 
Welfare, are the Authors of Hereſie, and Rebellion, and as 
ſuch have been not only proſcrib'd by the wiſeſt Governments, 
but forbidden by Scripture, exploded by Fathers, eminent Di- 
vines, States-men, Politicians, Philoſophers, and the moſt learned 
Wiſe Men which have been in the World ; and by them all ac- 
counted a Cheat, and dangerous Impoſtors, we have cauſe 
enough to renounce It. | 
[ thought to have ended with this Suramary, but remembring 
that among the many trifling Arguments urged in behalf of 
Aſtrology, and to prove the Influence of Heavenly, on Sublu- 
nary Bodies, they urge one which they call manifeſt, and de- 
monſtrative, viz. the Power of the Joon on the Sea, cauſing 
the Flux and Reflux thereof by its preſſure, as 7.

How abſurd 1s it to affirm, that a bright and dark 1700: 
| ſhall have the ſame Effe&? That a Body fourteen times leſs 
- than the Earth, and at ſuch a great diſtance from it, ſhall 
preſs the Ocean to {uch an aſcent, and while it's in the like 
Situation, force it to retire; and this Influence to be in ſome 
Places only of the ſame Latitude, no more liable to it, than 
thoſe where it begets no ſich Effet? That it ſhall move 
the Sea in this FZemiſphere, when it's in the other ? That the 
motion of the Sea in ſome places ſhall be ever one way, in 
others irregular, in others conſtant to Rules of Flux and Re- 
flux, andin ſome have no motion at all, in ſome move contrary 
to the motion of the 470nu, and in others to all the 
degrees of Ebbing and Flowing atall times of the Moon's Age ? 
Theſe things plainly ſhow that Planet hath no Operation on that 
Element; and gives us reaſon to think that in thoſe few parts of 
the World, where their Motions conform to each other, it's 
from Concomitancy, Concurrence, or, as 1/aac Yoſſius believes, 
from an accidental Synchroniſm, without Phylical dependance ; 
or according to ſome other of thoſe ways, by which Learn- 
ed Moderns have ſuppoſed it to be done.

Our Famous Dr. Ialls ſaith, That the whole difference of 
Tides, viz. Diutnual, Menſtrual, and Annual, and all the 
Motions of the Sea which concurr with the J400n, depend on 
one Common Cauſe, viz. the Common Center of the Earth 
and 2700n's gravity. This he endeavours to explain and prove, 
and anſwers all the Objections, and difficulties in, and againſt 
it. But as our Atbenrans ſay, If that were true, the many 
great Ponds of Water in England being thinner than the Sea, 
would have Tides ut them. 

R, Des Cartes aſcribes it to the greater Preſſure made upon the 
Air by the 240, and the intercurrent Ethereal Subſtances 
at certain times of the day, and Zunary Month, more than 
at others : But although Dr. More calls it a plain Solution of 
the Matter, Mr. Boyle and Sir Chr. Wren ſuppoſe, if that were 
true, it would have the ſame effe& on the Quicklilyer in a long 
'Tude. 

So that the Canſe of this Motion ſeems as hidden, as 


- thatof the Heart, known only to him who made it. And the

Athentaas Opinion of it is the trueſt ; That the Sea moveth not 
by the Moon, but the neceſſary Law of the Creation, or the firſt. 
eſtabliſhed Cruer of Nature, no more to be accounted for, than the 
Atotion of the Sun, &C. 

And after all, if their Hypotheſis were true, and the 40r 
did move the Waters, it would not help them to prove the In- 
fluence of the Stars on other Earthly Bodies, ſo many times 
farther from us, more than the Light given by a Candle in 
my Chamber, would prove thar it did Illluminate the whole 
Hemiſphere, | 

The only ſen{ible Operation any Heavenly Body hath on us, 
is light and hear, and both from the Sun; and yet we ſee how 
cloomy and frigid the Air is, when he is removed but ſo far 
35 beyond the e-£quator, and how the Life of Vegetables, 
and ſome Animals ſeem then wholly dampt and extinguiſt'd. 
How much more would it be ſo, if he were ſo remote as Sa- 
turn, and Jupiter ? Now if becauſe the Sun and Afoon Operate 
{entibly on us, you will inferr, that thoſe remote and undiſ- 
cernible Plaxets and Stars have Influence, of which we are not 
ſerhble it is arguing from certainty, in behalf of uncertainty, 
which 1s no good Logick. 

Another Inſtance which Aſtrologers give to prove the influ- 
ence of Stars on Sublunary Bodies, 1s the Dog Star, which they 


. lay 
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fay is known to cauſe great heat ; but I ſay it's no ſuch matter. 
Irs true, that the time of his appearance happening in the 
fervour of the Summer Solftice, in the Days of Ariftotle (when 
it was firſt obſerved)gave occation to the Miſtake, Bur as now 
it appears a Month later than it did then, without any change in 
the Seaſon; ſo when Ten Thouſand Years hence (if the World 
laſt ſo long) it will riſe Five Months later, and by the An- 
ticipation of the Equinoxes, his Kennel beas low as Capricorn; 
it will make no more alteration in it, but become then to us 
on this ſide the equator, what it isnow to them fo far on the 
other, viz. a Significator ef Cold, 

Add to this, Thar if the Canicular Star cauſed the Heat of - 
the Dog-Days, why do we not feel it in February, and 1n the 
Night, the Star being then above our Horizon ? 

All this, and much more which I might urge, proves that 
the ſuppoſed heat of it comes from theSun,who having accended 
the Air in his way to our Tropick, in his return meeting this 
Star, the Old Aſtronomers fallly attributed that fervour to the 
Dog-Star, which is wholly owing to the Sz, and would be, 
if no ſuch Star appeared. 

For a third Argument in behalf of Aſtrology, we are ask'd 
a Qneſtion fit only for the Mouth of thoſe Men. What are 
the Stars made for, if not for Tfiuence 2 By which they ſug- 
geſt that they are made for nothing elſe. But I will Anſwer 
them with another Queſtion; Is any Man now fo Ignorant of 
the Celeſtial Syſtem, as not to know that thoſe Millions of Stars 
viſible to us, beſide the many Millions more beyond our Ken, 
are Suns, Moons, Eatths, habitable, and without doubt inhabit- 
ed Orbs, of vaſter Magnitude than this Earth? Or will any 
but an Aſtrologer believe, or ſuppoſe thoſe Myriads of vaſt Bo- 
dies were. created to be the cauſe of Mens Vices, Miſeries, and 
Ruin; to force, or incline them to all their deteſtible Villai- 
nies; to be the Inſtruments of fatal neceſſify, and force poor 
Mortals to thoſe Actions, they would not otherwiſe be guilty 
of? Are Aſtrologers themſelves ignorant, that they give Light 
and Direction in the Night, and in Navigation telf the Mariner 
his Latitude, when the Sun. is obſcured on the Veridian ? Are 
they not reaſonable gronnds to admire the Power of the 
Great Creator, and the Beauty of Heaven 2? Is not the won- 
derful Regularity of their amazing Motions a greatConviction 


of Atheiſm, and a proof of the Deity ?

to reitore Surgery ta her PerfeCtion, by procuring an Exce]- 
lent Reader, who ſhall read openly in the Houſe of the College 
of the #hy/rcians in Loudon, in good Order,all the whole Courſe of: 
the Art and Science of Surgery, which hath been moſt Learned- 
ly performed, not only as to the Anatomical, but Chirurgica!

If fo, 1 would ask this Pretender to the Skill anc Title of. 
a DoQor, with what Apothecary he ſerved his two Appren= 
ticeſhips ? 1f with any one of that Trade, he can pretend to no- 
other Character by Law than his Maſter had. If with none,, 
then by his own Confeſſion he hath not been duly Educated. 
in Phylick, and is unfit for the Practice of it, 

The Billingſgate Language, the Bedlam Senſe of his Libel, 
is obvious toevery Man of Manners and Underſtanding ; the
